WILMINGTON - A FY 99 budget 
recommendation raised questions 
at the Wilmington School Commit- 
tee meeting Wednesday, February 
25, 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Geraldine O'Donnell revised two 
areas in her recommendation for 
the FY 99 budget in a letter to the 
school committee. “As I stated in 
the FY 99 budget message to the 
school committee, the total alloca- 
tion of $293,846 for New Initiatives 
is substantially lower than the vi- 
sion we had built in our budget 
plan,” reads the letter. “Two of 
these areas in particular were 
brought up in the school committee 
discussion of the budget.” 

O’Donnell’s adjustments are to 
reduce the $25,000 textbook alloca- 
tion by $15,213 and to allocate the 
remaining $9,787 for the library 
material, add a library aide for the 
high school and summer guidance 
hours for a total of $15,213 and to 
allocate $43,285 in carry forward 
funds to textbooks necessary for 
new courses at the high school. The 
letter explains, “And although we 
will in essence be eliminating new 
textbook adoptions from the FY 99 


budget, the expenditure of $43,285 
will enable us to purchase materi- 
als essential to the new courses.” 
But, committee member Robert 
Young consistently questioned the 
$43,285 that was left over from last 
year’s budget. “We were told there 
was a sum of money with no spe- 


cific amount at a meeting last year,” 
said Young. “But what was a prior- 
ity to purchase last year with the 
$43,000 that wasn’t purchased? What 
changed from the last year? 

Bradford Jackson, director of 
administration and finance, was 
not able to answer Young’s ques- 
tions at the meeting because he did 
not have the information. He ex- 
plained in an interview after the 
meeting the existence of the money. 
According to Jackson, the remain- 
ing amount of money was from a 
list of projects the school commit- 
tee authorized, with the exception 
of replacing the bells at the high 
school. “There's a recommenda- 
tion that the money goes toward 
textbooks at the high school,” said 
Jackson.

Month long investigation 
leads to drug bust

WILMINGTON - Wilmington 
Police culminated a month long 
narcotics investigation Tuesday 
night with the arrest of a 40 year old 
Wilmington woman. 
Debra Holden, 40, of 61 Wild- 
wood Street was arrested on charges 
of possession of class D substance 
with intent to distribute, possession 
of class D substance, distributing 
with a school zone, and contribut- 
ing to the delinquency of a minor. 

According to sources, police re- 
covered over one half pound of 
Marijuana and $140 in cash and 
various drug paraphernalia at the 
home of Holden which is adjacent

to the high school football field. 

The Town Crier has also learned 
that there were two juveniles at the 
home in addition to Holden's two 
children. The two children were 
taken to relatives’ homes for the 
night. The other juveniles were 
released to their parents. 

It has also been learned that the 
condition of the home prompted the 
police department to call in health 
officials to inspect the home, for 
possible health code violations. 

Sources have also said that the 
investigation took place over the 
previous month and obtained a 
search warrant Tuesday morning.

Harshbarger reprimanded the 
North East Solid Waste Committee's 
Board of Directors for discussing 
options relating to the termination 
of an existing trash disposal con- 
tract. 

According to Harshbarger, the 
discussion which took place last 
October, violated the Open Meeting 
Law because it occurred during a 
closed-door session. 

Harshbarger said, in a letter to 
lawyers representing the consor- 
tium, that the board discussed the 
possibilities of buying out of the 
contract or abandoning the con- 
tract altogether. 

Currently, the 23 NESWC com- 
munities, including Tewksbury and 
Wilmington, are under contract for 
the use of the North Andover incin- 
erator operated by Wheelabrator 
Technologies. While the existing 
contract doesn’t expire until 2005, 


the communities are paying twice 
the state average in tip fees to fund 
the cost of the plant’s state-man- 
dated retrofit. 


In the meantime, the cities and 
towns are awaiting a decision from 
Suffolk Superior Court which would 


i) determine whether they are respon- 


sible for funding the entire cost of 
the $43 million retrofit 


Under the state law, bodies such 
as the NESWC board may discuss 
litigation in an executive session if 
airing strategies in a public meet- 
ing would pose a threat to the posi- 
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tion of the body. 

However, Harshbarger said that 
the alternatives pertaining to the 
contract alternatives should have 
been voiced in a public session. 
Harshbarger also suggested that 


the board turn over minutes relat- 
ing to the discussion. 

Town Manager Michael Caira, 
who represents Wilmington on the 
NESWC board, was not available to 
comment.

to Enhance Classroom Learning.” 
The “Alphabetical Book Chal- 
lenge” involved 314 students at the 
Wildwood School and earned them 
part of that grant, while the North 
Intermediate School project en- 
titled “Art and Architecture Box 
City” employed 400 students. 
Another of the winners was the 
High School's project titled, 
“Anatomy and Physiology Enrich- 
ment with Biotechnology.” Along 
with the other award winners, these 
titles are impressive enough toshow 
that this is what the foundation is 
looking to promote in our schools. 


$10,000 grant to 
study water quality 
at Silver Lake 


BOSTON - The Department of 
Environmental Management 
(DEM) has announced that it was 
awarding the Town of Wilmington 
a $10,000 grant from its Lake and 
Pond Grant Program to conduct 
water quality testing at Silver Lake. 
The grant money will also be used 
to implement a public education 
campaign to teach area residents 
and those who use the lake how to 
be good stewards of this important 
natural resource. 

The grant will be used in con- 
junction with $10,000 already ap- 
propriated by the town for thesame 
project. The main objective is to 
test the quality of the water and 
compare the results with testing 
that was done 10 years ago. The 
project was submitted last year but 


it failed to receive funding. 

Representative Charles A, 
Murphy (D-Burlington), a supporter 
of the grant application, was very 
pleased with the approval from 
DEM, “Given the substantial devel- 
opment taking piace in this region; 
in both the commercial and resi- 
dential area, it is vital to stay ahead, 
of potential problems. This grant 
will allow the Town of Wilmington 
to see where it stands right now and 
to develop a strategy to preserve 
the quality of the lake for everyone 
in the area who uses it for recre- 
ation.”

* We are survivors! Consider the changes we have witnessed: We were 
born before television, before penicillin, before polio shots, frozen foods, 
Xerox, plastic, contact lenses, frisbees and the pill. 

We were born before radar, credit cards, split atoms, laser beams and 
ballpoint pens; before pantyhose, dishwashers, clothes dryers, electric 
blankets, air conditioners, drip dry clothes and before man walked on the 
moon 

We got married first then lived together. How quaint can you be? 

In our time, closets were for clothes, not for ‘coming out of.’ Bunnies 
were small rabbits and were not Volkswagens. Designer Jeans were 
scheming girls named Jean or Jeanne, and having a meaningful 
relationship meant getting along with our cousins. 

We thought fast food was what you ate during Lent, and outer space 
was the back of the Riviera Theater. ; 

We were born before house-husbands, gay rights, computer dating, 
dual careers and commuter marriages. We were born before day care 
centers, group therapy and nursing homes. We never heard of FM radio, 
tape decks, electric typewriters, artificial hearts, word processors, 
yogurt and guys wearing earrings. For us, time sharing meant togeth- 
erness - not computers or condominiums; a ‘chip’ meant a piece of wood; 
hardware meant hardware; and software wasn’t even a word. 

In the 1950's ‘made in Japan’ meant junk and the term ‘making out’ 
referred to how you did on your exam. Instant coffee was unheard of. 

We hit the scene when there were 5 & 10 cent stores where you bought 
things for five and ten cents! Sanders and Wilson sold ice cream cones 
for a nickel or a dime. For one nickel you could ride a street car, make 
a phone call, buy a Pepsi or enough stamps to mail one letter or two 
postcards. You could buy a new Chevy Coupe for $600, but who could 
afford one; a pity too, because gas was 11 cents a gallon! 

In our day, cigarette smoking was fashionable, grass was mowed, 
Coke was a cold drink and pot was something you cooked in. Rock music 
was a Grandma’s lullaby and AIDS were helpers in the principal's office. 

We were certainly not before the difference between the sexes was 
discovered but we were surely before the sex change; we made do with 
what we had. And we were the last generation that was so dumb as to 
think you needed a husband to have a baby! 

No wonder we are so confused and there is a generation gap today

Bill would curb 


teen driving 


BOSTON - A bill intended to assist in the effort to reduce teenage 
driving accidents passed the House of Representatives by a vote of 


142-6. The bill, supported by State Representative Charle: 
(D-Burlington), makes sweeping changes to ex 


sting laws which 


regulate teenage drivers under the age of 18. At the present time the 
only restriction on drivers under the age of 18 (known as, junior 


operators) is a 1-a.m, to 4 a.m, curfew. 


Representative Murphy says of the legislation, “We have alleen 

the terrible carnage on our roadways over the past couple of years 

‘involving teenagers. The fact is that motor vehicle crashes are the 
{leading cause of death for teenagers and this bill is designed to 
provide the necessary preparation for our teens to be better and 


safer drivers. 


The legislation contains several provisions which will improve 
driver education and training, ensuring that teen drivers earn their 
way to a full drivers license. In addition to expanding the present 
.curfew to 12 a.m. to 5 a.m., the measure calls for a passenger 
restriction for the first six months of licensure which prohibits 
passengers under the age of 18 unless there is also a passenger over 
age 21 in the front seat. Also required is the completion of a certified 
driver's education program and 12 hours of certified driving. Drivers 
applying for a junior’s operators license must also have attained the 
age of 161/2, had a learners permit for at least six months and been 
free from any at-fault accidents, moving violations or drug or alcohol 


convictions during that time. 


According to Murphy, “With this expansion of penalties, such as 
license suspensions for certain violations, a strong message is being 
sent to young drivers: ‘Driving is a privilege, not a right.’ That 
privilege can be taken away as swiftly as it was granted if the rules 
of the road are not obeyed. However, the vast majority of teen 
drivers are excited about the privilege of driving and I believe that 
this bill will serve to make them better trained and more aware 


drivers.” 


Arthur Kinsman of AAA Southern New England, whose organiza- 
tion has been a strong advocate of this legislation and similar 
measures in other states, reports, “This bill will result in more 
responsible, better educated novice drivers. The goal of AAA South- 
ern New England is not to punish teenagers, but rather, make them 
improve responsible driving behavior before graduating to full 


licensing privileges before the age of 18.” 


Rep. Murphy also recognized the efforts of the families of young 
people killed or injured in auto accidents in the recent past. ‘it is 
reassuring to see the families impacted by driving tragedies working 
with the Legislature to put together a well thought out bill. Through 
their efforts, this issue became a priority and the vote by the House

At Wednesday’s office hours, 
Capone heard from former 
School Supt. Paul Andrews, 
currently working with the 


state Department of Education, 
who is looking for possible fed- 
eral funding for professional 
development for  superinten- 
dents. 

“One of the key things we do 
as regional directors is help try 
to find grant money for cities 
and groups,” she said, and help 


guide people through the pro- 
cess. 

She said she also met with 
Mary and Arthur McFague, on 
behalf of the Mayor’s Office of 
Elderly Affairs Inc., who 
talked to her about a number 
of programs and activities, and 
asked for her help in seeking 
additional funding for the 
senior citizen cab service pro- 
gram. Capone had praise for 
Mayor Robert Dever’s support 
of senior citizen programs. 

She also met with state Rep. 
Carol Donovan, D-Woburn, who 
stopped to check on an educa- 
tion issue, federal funding for 
more teachers. Capone noted 
that Woburn has taken good 
advantage of the federal COPS 
funding to put more police of- 
ficers on the streets and 
Donovan wants to make sure 
the city gets its share of addi- 
tional teachers in the class- 
rooms as well.

WEBSTER - Environmental Af- 
fairs Secretary Trudy Coxe has 
urged the House Ways and Means 
Committee to support the Cellucci 
administration's budget proposal 
for fiscal year 1999. The budget 
provides more than $198 million for 
the state’s environmental pro- 
grams, including $4 million for new 
and expanded initiatives toimprove 
water quality, protect endangered 
species, and cleanup contaminated 
industrial sites. 

“This budget reiterates Cellucci’s 
commitment to environmental pro- 
tection, and to maintaining Massa- 
chusetts’ state parks and recre- 
ational facilities,” said Coxe, testi- 
fying before the House Ways and 
Means Committee at Bartlett High 
School. “We are planning torevolu- 
tionize existing programs and us- 
ing new technology to maintain a 
green and healthy Massachusetts.”

WILMINGTON - One of the most 
recent worthwhile classes added to 
the Wilmington High School (WHS) 
curriculum is “Office of the Fu- 
ture,” ayear long class that teaches 
its students the basics about run- 
ning a business in the real world;

in the school system concerning a 
shortage of available substitute 
teachers. 

A letter from Jackson to the 
school committee reads, “Our main 
road block to covering all of the 
classes remains the number of avail- 
able substitutes. We currently have 
only twenty-four (24) substitutes, 
Of these twenty-four (24), three are 
permanently assigned to cover long- 
term absences. Informal discus- 
sions with other area school de- 
partments reveal that Wilmington 
is not the only town which is suffer- 
ing from a lack of substitutes.” 

The letter explains that 
Wilmington's substitute stipend of 


$50 a day is $5 to $10 below other 
area school districts, but Jackson 
stated he is resistant to adjusting 
the pay because he does not believe 
adding $5 to $10 to the stipend will 
result in a significant increase in 
the number of available substitutes 
According to Jackson, there have 
been advertisements for substitute 
teaching positions in the Town Crier 
and other local newspapers. “The 
last time we placed an ad, we re- 
ceived one response. There's not a 
lot of people in this labor pool now 
Most of the substitutes we have are 
local people who prefer to substi- 
tute in Wilmington,” said Jackson. 

The priority of placing substi- 
tutes has been at the elementary 
level. Jackson said, “If a teacher is 
out (for the day) at an elementary 
school, those 25 students will not 
havea teacher all day. Where inthe 
middle schools or high school, the 
kids miss only one class, such as 
social studies.” 

The middle school and high 
school students are supervised and 
given an assignment to do or they 
have a study when a class is missed 
due to a teacher's absence. 

A substitute teacher is not re- 
quired to have a bachelors degree. 
Young suggested having parents 
work as substitutes for a few hours 
one to two days a week.

Permit request leads to 
water main questions

WILMINGTON - An applicant 


seeking a building permit faced 
questions concerning the owner. 
ship and extension of a water main 
at the Wilmington Planning Board 
meeting Tuesday, March 3 

Mark Nelsonis proposing to build 
a house on Poplar Street in Wilm- 
ington, which is presently undevel. 
oped. The site plan displays three 
lots. The first lot is owned by 
Nelson's mother, the second, adja- 
cent lot is by a third un-named 
party, and the third lot behind the 
second one is owned by Nelson 
According to Nelson, he added a 
welee main that runs along the first 
ot. 

The Planning Board voted the 
water main insignificant with the 
condition that the applicant pro- 
vides water service to the adjacent, 
corner lot when the plan was dis- 
cussed on October 7, 1997. A prob- 
lem with the submitted plan caused 
delays until February. But, the 
board found another problem with 
the recently submitted plan. “There 
was a condition that you would 
provide water service to a corner 
property and this hasn’t happened,” 
said board member Michael 
Roache. The Water and Sewer Com- 
mission also requested the condi- 
tion. 


According to Planning Board 
Chairperson James DiOrio, 


Nelson's proposal is to tie the cor- 
ner and third lots into a well that is 
on the site, rather than extend the 
water main to the end of the corner 
lot line as requested 

Nelson's proposal is supported 
by his belief that his mother owns 
the water main because he installed 
it and no one else can use the water 
main with out a fee. But, DiOrio 
disputed Nelson's belief stating, “It 
(water main) runs down a public 
road, so he (Nelson) can’t claim it 
is private.” 

Nelson said the only two ways 
the water main could be accepted 
as a town water line are either a 


town vote or his mother turning the 
water main over tothe town. 

According to DiOrio, ownership 
of the water main is an issue that 
has to be decided by Town Coungek 
and the Planning Board is only 
deciding where the water majn 
stops. 

The board voted, with one mein: 
ber opposed, to consider the water. 
main an insignificant change pro 
vided the applicant shows an exten- 
sion of the water main to the corner 
lot line and the third lot is serviced 
by the well

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Customer satisfaction key to police service 


By SEAN DEVLIN 

TEWKSBURY - Like any busi- 
ness, the key to success lies in the 
ability to provide quality service 
and to satisfy the customer. 

According to Kym Craven, an 
active member of the New England 
Community Policing Crime Preven- 
tion Partnership and private con- 
sultant affiliated with many of the 
region’s municipal police depart- 
ments, local police operate with the 
same philosophy 

“The community is thecustomer 
of the police department,” said Cra- 
ven, during a community policing 
and problem solving presentation 
at a recent Citizen Police Academy 
class. 

Since the introduction of the po- 
lice cruiser to replace the patrol- 
man strolling the neighborhood 
beat, local departments have con- 
stantly adapted to better serve their 
communities. 


One example, Craven said, was 
the old-style of policing where some 
departments measured productiv- 
ity solely by call-driven responses. 

“It was how many calls you 
cleared in a night. It was a quick 
response. Now what we try to do is 
categorize the calls,” she said, add- 
ing that departments are also more 
proactive in methods of preven- 
tion. 

Another area Craven trains lo- 
cal departments in is problem solv- 
ing. By using what is known as the 
S.A.R.A. Method (Scanning, Analy- 
sis, Response, and Assessment), as 
a blueprint, local police and resi- 
dents can hone in on and alleviate 
problems specific to the commu- 
nity 

“We take that information and 
then begin to formulate our re- 
sponses,” said Craven. “We then 
put these responses into action and 
map them out into immediate 


change and long-term change.” 

In addition, Craven said that 
programs suchas Tewksbury’s Citi- 
zen Police Academy and Officer Of 
the Year Award are effective ways 
of getting the community involved 


with the police. 

“Tewksbury is doing some of 
these things. I think that it’s‘la 
really nice line for any community 
to go in,” she said.

Rams hoop team bows out 
against Bedford in second round

The Shawsheen Tech boys var- 
sity basketball team have completed 
their most successful season. Prior 
to the season, head coach Roger 
Bourgeois set three goals for the 
1997-1998 Rams. 

First, he challenged the players 
to win a berth in the Massachusetts 
Division III North tournament early 
in the season. For two of the past 
three years, Bourgeois' Rams had 
needed a victory in the final game 
to earn a berth in the tournament. 
Making the tournament that late in 
the regular season, meant playing 
a top ranked opponent in the open- 
ing game. The 1997-1998 Ram's 
responded by winning their first 
ten games, thus assuring them- 
selves a tournament berth. Sec- 
ondly, he wanted his team to win 
the Commonwealth Athletic Con- 
ferencesmall school Championship. 
Finishing witha strong 174 record, 
the Ram's easily won the league's 
title. Finally, the Ram's wanted to 
win a tournament game, which 
would bea first for the Ram's under 
coach Bourgeois. 

Wednesday, the Shawsheen 
Rams hosted the North Andover 
Scarlet Knights at the Fusco Cen- 
ter. Shawsheen opened the game 
with their full court pressing de- 
fense, which seemed to cause North 
Andover all kinds of problems. 
Offensively, the Rams scored early 
and often. Guards Jeff Connor and 
Chris Tamburello led the way.

Connor 15 points ( 8 in the first six 
minutes) and Jim Goglia 10 re- 
bounds and 7 points. 

Following the game, Coach Bour- 
geois cited Jeff Connor as the teams 
key contributor early in the game. 
Bourgeois was pleased with how 
well his team ran, rebounded and 
defensively forced turnovers. The 
Ram's offensively shot over 70 per- 
cent hitting on 27-of-44 from the 
floor. 

Saturday, the Ram's hosted the 
neighboring Bedford Buccaneer's 
in a quarterfinal round game. The 
15-7 Buccaneers, fresh from a 99-57 
victory over Lynn Tech, featured 
an extremely deep bench. Having 
seven seniors on the team, the 
Bedford coach could utilized as 
many as ten players and seemed to 
always substitute three players at a 
time. This depth allowed Bedford 
to throw a full court press against 
Shawsheen for the entire game.

Indicative of the playing time, 
six Shawsheen players finished in 
double figures.

Aside from 
meeting all three of the coaches 
preseason goals, this team placed 
four players on the Commonwealth 
Athletic Conference All-Star team, 
Jim Goglia. Craig McLaren, Jim 
Burke and Chris Tamburello. Burke 
and Tamburello were named the 
league's Co-Most Valuable Players 


Perhaps, with no minimizing of 
this teams accomplishments, if 
anyone wants to know who scored 
the final basket at the buzzer in the 
final game of the outstanding 1997- 
1998 season, it was my son, Chris 
Burns, who through four seasons 
learned the invaluable lessons of 
hard work, sportsmanship, deter- 
mination, teamwork and made the 
old man proud..

this past soccer season. It's his 
style and aggressiveness which 
causes these injuries, but he al- 
ways gets right back on the ice.

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By DOUG WOOD-BOYLE 


at goes around comes 

around is an old adage 

that seems to be coming true in 

the Massachusetts Juvenile 

Court system as the last of the 

county courts gets ready to 

return to the District Juvenile 
Court system. 

For veteran probation offi- 
cers James Day, the assistant 
chief probation officer and 
James Dwyer, a juvenile proba- 
tion officer, this is nothing new. 
The two, who now work out of 
Woburn District Court, were 
part of the Juvenile District 
Court System when they first 
started - Day, 37 years ago and 
Dwyer, 25 years ago. 

According to Dwyer, a 
Woburn native, what this will 
mean is that instead of juvenile 
cases being brought into the 
District Court in a special ses- 
sion of the Adult Court, the 
cases will now have their own 
courthouse. 

Although the exact location of 
the courthouse has not been

decided it seems certain that it 
will be located in Woburn. At 
present the former Registry of 
Motor Vehicles building on 
Montrose Avenue and the for- 
mer National Guard Armory are 
two of the locations being looked 
at. 

As to workload, Dwyer notes 
it will not be any different for 
him. 

“Woburn will be the only 
court that doesn’t change,” 
Dwyer said. “all of the other 
courts will be getting more 
work.” 

According to Dwyer, under 
the new make-up of the districts, 
Woburn’s Juvenile Court will 
still handle cases from 
Burlington, North Reading, 
Reading, Stoneham, Wilming- 
ton, Winchester and Woburn. As 
for the other communities in the 
Middlesex East area: Tewksbury 
juvenile cases will handled in 
Lowell, Lynnfield will be 
brought to Peabody and 
Wakefield will be brought to 
Cambridge. 

Dwyer will see a difference in 
his workload in the fact that he 
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A weekly regional supplement reaching 10 communities 
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will no longer have to handle 
any adult probation cases. 

“Now at times I have to do 
both juvenile and adult work,” 
Dwyer said, “with the new juve- 
nile districts the juveniles pro- 
bation officers will only have to 
handle juvenile cases. That is 
the beauty of the new districts.” 

Day explained that the court 
has a total of 16 probation offi- 
cers, three of whom are dedicat- 
ed to juvenile cases, 

“They are not juvenile proba- 
tion officers per say,” Day 
added. 

He noted that all of the pro- 
bation officers have spent at 
least three to five years in juve- 
nile work. 

According to Dwyer, 
Middlesex County is the last to 
redistrict their courts into the 
adult and juvenile systems. The 
new juvenile courts will be in 
Cambridge, Framingham, 
Waltham, Lowell and Woburn. 

Day said, “This is the wheel 
going around. They are hoping, 
philosophically that they will be 
better able to deal with the 
delinquency, CHINS (Child in

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need of services) and other 
juvenile cases.” 

He noted that judges will be 
trained to deal with only juve- 
nile cases. 

Dwyer recalled when the for- 
mer juvenile districts were abol- 
ished. It was done as the result 
of a study of juvenile cases at 
the time. 

According to Dwyer, the flaw 
in the study was that it did not 
take the CHINS cases into 
account because they are non- 
criminal in nature. 

Dwyer said that CHINS cases 
must be initiated by school offi- 
cials and deal with children who 
are a discipline problem. Many 
of the cases end up under the 
guidance of the Department of 
Social Services (DSS) but they 
must also be reviewed by the 


probation officers. 

Also not figured into the 
equation by the original report 
were the non-criminal care and 
protection cases. 

Dwyer notes that these non- 
criminal cases take up about 60 
to 70 percent of the probation

From S-1 
officers time. 

This is added to the actual 50 
to 60 cases a year that are crim- 
inal in nature. 

“Without the CHINS cases it 
looked like the work wasn’t 
there,” Dwyer said, 

Many of the larger district 
courts were in need of more 
help. Because the numbers did 
not seem to be there the former 
districts were broken up sending 
at least 10 probation officers to 
help in the larger court systems. 

As a result of the break-up, 
Dwyer was reassigned from 
Ayer District Court to Lowell, 
but he remained as a juvenile 
officer. 

He noted that the juvenile 
officers in the adult system 
“..have historically been treated 
as second class citizens. 

“Now with the new districts, 
as in the old districts, we will 
receive priority. 

Dwyer said that the new juve- 
nile districts will be hiring a 
total of 35 new probation offi- 
cers, several of which have 
already been brought into the 
system. 

Both Dwyer and Day had 
words of praise for their col- 
leagues at DSS but note that the 
caseload handied by those peo- 
ple is enormous. (Editors note: 


One DSS social worker out of 
Jamaica Plain has a total of 7 
cases, many of which she must 
see at least once a month.) 

According to Dwyer it is his 
job and the job of his two col- 
leagues, Dan Harrington and 
Mike Higgins to get to the 
schools before a case becomes a 
problem. As part of their regu- 
lar day they are dealing with all 
of the principals in the several 
school districts within their area 
of jurisdiction. 

According to Day, the officers 
meet with the principals on 
average of two times per-month. 

Dwyer said that the bi-month- 
ly meetings keep information on 
a student from falling through 
the cracks. He explained that 
because of the meetings if a 
child comes before the court on 
a delinquency charge, it is often 
times noted that the child is not 
attending school. 

“We can add to the conditions 
of release that the child must go 
to school and not cause a behav- 
ioral problem,” Dwyer said. 

Dwyer sees the return of the 
juvenile district being a boon to 
programs such as the one start- 
ed by himself and Higgins 
known as Clean Start. 

Under the program, kids with 
a simple violation, that may 
have been the result of experi-

mentation with drugs and/or 
alcohol, have a chance to keep 
their records clean.

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Have enough hot water for a shower 


Q: Our 10-year-old boiler 
was set up by the house’s pre- 
vious owner so that domestic 
hot water is preheated first in 
an electric water heater. We’ve 
noticed that the water starts 
out very hot, then cools off 
rapidly until it is uncomfort- 
able. Two people cannot take a 
shower one after the other. 
This seems to be an inefficient 
arrangement. Is there a way to 
improve it? 


A: When the domestic hot 
water is generated through the 
heating system, the boiler op- 
erates in the summer and 
winter. The previous owner 
probably used the electric 
water heater by itself in the 
summer to produce domestic 
hot water. In the winter, he 
may have continued to use the 
water heater as a preheater, 
but shut the power off to it. 
Preheating the water in a 
storage tank so that the water 
approaches the basement air 
temperature is considered en- 


ergy efficient. However, 
preheating the water electrical- 
ly is not. 

Fluctuation in water 


temperature and a shortage of 
hot water is a typical problem 
where the domestic hot water 
is generated in a coil inside the 
boiler. In these cases, water 
enters the coil and leaves with 
its temperature raised by 90 de- 
grees to 100 degrees Fahren- 
heit. The system is designed 
with a specific water flow rate 
through the coil, and if water 
flows through the coil at a 
less heat is trans- 
ferred to it. Consequently, 
many boilers have a_ flow- 
regulating valve that restricts 
water flow. 


Normally, when hot water is 
fore in a coil, the prob- 
lem is not enough hot water for 
simultaneous demands. It 
shouldn’t be a problem when 
the demand is sequential, such 
as one shower after another. 
Your problem may be caused 
by cold water flowing through 
the coil too rapidly to absorb 
the heat. It is also possible that 
lime deposits have built up in 
the coil. The deposits act as in- 
sulators and reduce heat trans- 
fer. 


Q: We are concerned about 
fire. What is the absolute safest 
way to protect a wooden home 
with standard frame construc- 
tion? 

A: Affordable and depend- 
able sprinkler systems with 
low-profile heads are available 
for one-and two-family homes. 
A sprinkler system combined 
with smoke detectors provides 
the most reliable form of 
residential fire protection for 
you and your family. Excluding 
deaths by explosion or flash 
fire, there are no known cases 
of multiple deaths in a fully 
sprinklerized building due to 
fire or smoke, according to the 
U.S. Fire Administration. 
Though 80 percent of fire 
deaths occur in residential 
buildings, they rarely have 
sprinklers. 


Residential sprinklers are 
designed to protect people in 
the area of fire origin and 
reduce fire damage. They ac- 
tivate five to seven times faster 
than standard commercial 
sprinklers and have a different 
spray pattern and droplet size. 
Also, they prevent fire from 
growing to the flashover stage. 
This occurs when gases from 
burning materials accumulate 
and explode. Generally, 


flashover takes place when the 
temperature at ceiling level 
reaches 1,000 degrees to 2,000 
degrees Fahrenheit which 
sometimes takes only two to 
three minutes. 

Designers have paid special 
attention to the appearance of 
the sprinkler heads. These pro- 
ject only about three-quarters 
of an inch from the finished 
ceiling. Many use escutcheon 


plates that can be painted or 
plated. The heads thread into 
feed pipes. Sprinklers can be 
installed during new construc- 
tion or retrofitted into existing 
homes. For more information, 
contact the National Fire 
Sprinkler Association, Route 
22,, Box 1000, Patterson, N.Y.

Q: A year ago we purchased 
a 100-year-old house. The up- 
stairs bedroom and bath have 
double, exposed brick walls. 


The bricks themselves are very 
soft and porous, so I don’t be- 
lieve they were fired very well. 
I would like to seal the bricks 
against further deterioration 
and also to prevent the residue 
from coming off on anything 
that touches them. I also want 
to preserve the red color of the 
bricks, as some sealed bricks 
that I’ve seen turn yellow. 

A: The brick deterioration is 
due to the moisture coming 


through from the outside. Sto 
this moisture and the bric 
deterioration will stop. If the 
exterior bricks themselves are 
porous, apply a sealer on the 
outside only. If you seal the in- 
side surface, you'll trap mois- 
ture within the wall. What you 
can do to the inside wall is app- 
ly a_ waterproof coating. 
Several of these products are 
available at hardware and 
paint stores. They can be 
sprayed, brushed or rolled on. 
This will allow the interior sur- 
face to breathe, while stabiliz- 
ing the face of the brick.

Proper soldering technique 


Soldering is the technique of 
joining wires or other metallic 
surfaces with molten metal. It 
plays an important role in elec- 
trical repair work, especially in 
fastening wires to terminals 
and in situations where vibra- 
tion might loosen other con- 
nectors. ' 

To melt and apply solder, 
you need a soldering iron or a 
pistol-handled soldering gun, 
sold in electronic supply stores 
along with solder in a variety 
of thicknesses and composi- 
tions. To solder fine wires, use 
a 25- to 50-watt soldering pen. 
Higher-wattage soldering irons 
and are more suitable for 
heavier wiring. Some guns fea- 
ture high and low heat settings 
and can be fitted with special 
tips for intricate work. 

The tip of any soldering tool 
must be kept tinned — coated 
with solder — so that the 
molten solder will adhere. To 
tin the tip, make sure the tool 
is unplugged and cool, then 
file, scrape or sand the tip until 
bare metal shows through. 
Plug in the tool and turn it to 
ies, heat. Hold solder to 
the tip until it melts and coats 
the tip. Wipe off excess solder 
with a damp sponge. 

To ensure proper _per- 
formance, it’s also important 
to keep the tip of your solder- 
ing tool clean and bright at all 
times. 


To improvise your own tip 
cleaner, stuff a pad of fine steel 
wool into a shallow tuna fish or 
cat-food can. Crimp opposing

The strongest solder for 
electrical work, and the easiest 
to use, is a mixture of 60 per- 
cent tin and 40 percent lead. 
Before a joint is soldered, it 
must be coated with flux, a 
paste that removes tarnish and 
helps the solder penetrate the 
joint. Of the two types of flux 
available, use only rosin flux 
on wiring; acid flux corrodes 
copper. The best solder for 
most wiring is resin-core 
solder, a hollow wire of solder 
filled with resin flux. This 
eliminates the need for a sepa- 
rate application of flux. 

Here are some tips: 

— Before soldering, clean 
dirt and corrosion from the 
wires with fine-grit sandpaper 
or emery cloth. Twist or crimp 
the wires together to create a 
strong mechanical connection, 

— Since solder always flows 
toward a heat source, it will 
penetrate a joint more effec- 
tively if you touch the iron to 
one side of the joint and the 
solder to the other. 

— To join small parts more 
neatly with solid wire solder, 
first flatten it with a hammer 
and then cut the solder with tin 
snips into three or more fire - 
strands. 

— Similarly, outdoors on a 
cold day, the solder will get 
cold and draw heat away from 
the iron. To remedy this, ham- 
mer the solder into a thin rib- 
pene It will melt almost instant- 
ly.

Avoid using an extension 
cord if at all possible. If you 
must use one, remember it’s in- 
tended only for temporary use.

An extension cord contains a 
pair of wires covered with 
plastic insulation. It is 
equipped with a pronged plug 
on one end and a slotted plug 
on the other. If there is a three- 
prong plug, the cord also con- 
tains a third, grounding wire. 
Use only three-wire extensions 
for tools and appliances that 
have three-wire cords. 

The wire gauge of an exten- 
sion cord determines how 
much current it can safely 
carry. The smaller the wire 


gauge number, the larger the 
wire and the greater its 
current-carrying capacity. 
When working any power tool 
— whether it’s large or small, 
stationary or portable — use 
only a heavy-duty, grounded 
(three-wire) extension cord 
that is 14-gauge or larger. The 
same rule applies for a 
refrigerator, room air con- 
ditioner or other electrical unit 
that draws substantial amounts 
of current 

Most cords are also marked 
with a rating of amperes (also 
called amps or abbreviated 
“A"). Check the nameplate of 
the device, you plan to plug in 
for its-amp rating. Never at- 


Multi-family home sales up 


The State’s multi-family hous- 
ing market continued to improve 
in 1997 as sales of two-, three- 
and four-family homes increased 
7.3% during the past year, rising 
from 5,330 units closed in 1996 to 
5,719 last year, according to date 
compiled by the Massachusetts 
Association of Realtors (MAR) 
The annual increase reflects a 
six-year trend of steady sales 
growth in the multi-family mar- 
ket in the Bay State. 

“The multi-family market is 
experiencing a tremendous 
resurgence of late, and it’s 
strong demand from singles and 
minority first-time buyers that 
is driving the comeback,” said 
MAR president Mary Crowley. 
“Today's low interest rates, 
along with limited apartment 
vacancies, and the less stringent 
down payment requirements 
associated with owner-occupied 
units have made two-and three- 
family homes are a very afford- 
able entry-level option for many 
first-time buyers,” she added. 

After a period of slow growth 
in the first quarter, in which 
sales rose 3% over the same 
period in 1996, the market 
rebounded with sharp sales 
increases in the two of the final 
three quarters of the year. Sales 
increased 14.4% in the second 
quarter and 10.2 percent in the 
fourth quarter versus the com- 
parable periods a year earlier, 
while holding stable in the third 
quarter. Regionally, multi-family 
sales improved in all seven mar- 
ket areas in 1997, with strong 
sales gains of 8-10% in the 
Central, Greater Boston and 
southeast regions, and measur- 
able growth on Cape Cod and 
the South Shore.

A 16-gauge wire will carry 5 
to 8 amps and up to 960 watts; 


14 gauge, 8 to 12 amps and 
1,440 watts; 12 gauge, 12 to 15 
amps and 1,800 watts; 10 gauge, 
15 to 20 amps and 2,400 watts. 
A lamp-type cord usually con- 
tains 18-gauge wire. Don’t use 
it for any device that draws 
more than 7 amps. 

If at all possible, avoid using 
extension cords in a workshop. 
If it’s unavoidable, make sure 
it has a three-prong plug and 
its capacity exceeds the 
amperage on the nameplate of 
the tool. Never use an exten- 
sion cord near water or damp- 
ness. If a cord ever seems hot, 
choose a larger wire gauge 
(lower number). 

In your home, don’t run a 
cord under a rug or across a 
floor area where someone may 
step on it or trip over it. Be 
aware that the longer the cord, 


the greater the drop in current. 
That can reduce the efficien¢y 
of a device. A 100-foot cord, for 
example, has to be heavier 
than a 10-foot cord performigg 
the same task. As a rule, if a 
cord is over 50-feet long, 
choose the next larger wire 
gauge. 

Here are some more tips for 
handling extension cords: 

~ Does the plug of your 
power tool tend to pull out of 
the extension cord? Loop the 
ends of the two cords together 
to form a loose simple knot. 

-- Extension cords used with 
portable tools stay tangle-free 
when kept in a 5-gallon plastic 
bucket. Near the bottom of the 
bucket, cut or drill a hole large 
enough so that the cord’s 
pronged end can pass through 
it. As you feed the remainin, 
cord into the bucket, it will roll 
itself neatly into coils as it 
falls. When you're ready to use 
it, the cord comes out of the 
top of the bucket as fast as you 
can pull it. Plug the ends to- 
gether when it’s not in use. 
You can use the space in the 
center of the coil to carry tools 
to a work site.
